Second attempt for determining the Lepidoptera fauna of 

Kozluk with notes on some other insects of the District 

(Batman Pro v., East Turkey) - II

Results of the first attempt by the authors to Kozluk Lepidoptera fauna were published in 
Nr. 17 of this serials In that publications totally 44 species were listed for Batman Province. In the 
previous part of this study^, some information about the Kozluk District and its biodiversity were 
presented with illustrations. The present study deals with the first lepidopterological results of this 
survey. Totally 58 diurnal Lepidopteran species recorded in the Kozluk district are given. 

The studied localitiess in Kozluk District and their recorded diurnal Lepidopteran lists are 
as follows;

A short evaluation of the specific composition of the two locahties at Ge^italti 

In the vicinity of Gegitalti, the authors studied four different sites (nr.7-10, see above). 
Among them Upper Gegitalti (nr.7) and Natopa (nr.8) are better investigated. Their results are 
given in the Table 1.

- malacophyllous mountain steppe, dominated by Astragalus, Thymus, Euphorbia, Phlomis, Onosma, Salvia, Marrubium). Faunal 
similarity of these localities is %53.33.
